The old tailor, eager for the success of 
his daughter, took her to Europe soon 
after she was 18 years old.' She sang at 
La Scala and then in New York. 

The turning point in her career was 
when she sang in the opera house of San 
Carlos, in Lisbon. The opening night of 
the opera was on the birthday of Don 
Fernando, the king, and he sat in the 
royal box with his eyes fastened upon 
the fair American on the stage. 

It was a night of triumph for the tai¬ 
lor’s daughter. The king, who had mar¬ 
ried his first wife in the ye,ar of Elise’s 
birth, was himself a musician. He be¬ 
came attracted by the voice and manner 
of the girl from over the ocean. 

They met at the palace of the king’s 
aunt, the Infanta Isabella. Don Fer¬ 
nando threw himself at the feet of the 
Boston girl. 

In Europe they keep up their old time 
theories that blue blood runs in the veins 
of kings of a hue deeper than that in 
those of ordinary folk. To make their 
social levels more equal Don Fernando 
induced his brother, the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg, to make her Gountoss of Edla, 
Don Fernando was first cousin to 
Prince Albert, the husband of Queen 
Victoria. The queen downger and tailor’s 
daughter is therefore a connection by 
marriage ‘ of the Pritfce of Wales, the 
Gerthan emperor, tho czar of Russia and 
a.handCul of other kings and nobles, 

It was a happy marriage, ns Don Fer¬ 
nando was a man with a charm of man¬ 
ner and temper and of a temperament 
exactly suited to that of his Boston 
bride. 

For his wife ho fitted up the old con¬ 
vent of Pena, built on a mountain at 
Cilltra, 15 miles from Lisbon, amid grand 
and picturesque surroundings. 

In the chapel of the convent the mar¬ 
riage was solemnized. Don Fernando 
and his wife led an idyllic life, free 
from every care, domestic or political. 
Tho king devoted himself to gardening 
and study, * Their life at Cintra was so 
happy that in 18C9 Don Fernando said 
that he preferred it to the throne of 
Spain, which was offered to him. 

In the last month of 1885 Don Fer¬ 
nando died. He left to his American 
queen tile Penn castle and one-third of 
his other property. He expressed in his 
last words the hope that she would keep 
up the.palace according to his ways‘in 
memory of their love. 


The Indian Woman's Problems. 

The Indian woman Is confronted with 
problems hard for her to solve. In the 
old time she was an outdoor worker; 
she cultivated the fields; she was in the 
free, fresh air from morning until night. 
Now her work is within doors. If she 
toils in the fields, her husband or father 
is disgraced. She is taught to regard in¬ 
door employment, to cook, to wash and 
iron, to sew, to scrub, as the sole avoca¬ 
tion of woman. She longs for the free¬ 
dom of the outside air, and her health 
and spirits suffer from confinement. 
There is now no possible reward for her 
Work; there are now no tribal ceremonies 
at the time of her planting, when the 
priest invoked the blessing of the mys¬ 
terious power upon the seed and the 
fields; no picturesque rites of prayer for 
the vivifying showers, and when the 
corn stands green and its leaves rustle in 
the breeze the woman cannot now. look 
upon the fields as the fruit of her labor, 
blessed by the powers above, bringing 
food for her family. The picturesque has 
goue out of her life. The black cooking 
stove, the wash tub, the glinting needle, 
are her silent companions. It is not to 
be wondered at that she sometimes longs 
ffor the past; that she slips off, “returns 
to the blanket,” as we say, and, if there 
is a chance, tries the flavor of old time 
pleasures. 

Then the operations of our laws per¬ 
plex her. Formerly she owned all the 
home property, the lodge and all its be¬ 
longings, and other property was hers to 
do with as she pleased. Today, if she be 
married, she finds herself under a domi¬ 
nation that did not exist in the olden 
time and from which she cannot escape. 
She is irked by these strange limitations, 
which have come she knows not how, nor 
does she apprehend ivhat they mean for 
her and for society.—Alice C. Fletcher in 
Woman’s Journal.

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WORKING BUTTER. 


IRRIGATION SUPPLIES. 


PumiilniK Prom Wells and Streams. 
* The Various Motors Iu Use. 

Sinking wells into water bearing 
Strata to secure irrigation supplies is 
being resorted to as never before. 
Newer and broader conceptions of tbe 
relation,of subterranean water to irri¬ 
gation '-have recently prevailed, says 
Professor .33; J. Wiekson of California. 
This follows because it may be much 
cheaper to raise water to adjacent tow¬ 
el's than to catch it in a remote ravine 
and pipe it for miles. However this 
may be, irrigation undertakings have 
been recently established very largely 
upon wells and pumps or upon flowing 
wells wherever they could be had. 

In California during the last three 
years there have’ been perhaps ten 
times as many pumping outfits set up 
for irrigation as had been employed 
during the whole earlier irrigation de¬ 
velopment of the state. Large irriga¬ 
tion companies sank groups of wells 
and pumped from them into their dis¬ 
tributing ditches and flumes when, for 
Jack of rain, their immense reservoirs 
went dry. Individual irrigators sank 
wells and bought pumping plants when 
the ditch water failed and have now 
learned the superiority of the home 
supply, to be drawn upon just when it 
can be used to the best advantage. 
Large regions which bad never se¬ 
cured irrigation systems were forced 
. by drought to seek water, and, having 
found it below ground in ample quan¬ 
tities, they .will not fail in the future 
to use irrigation as a supplement to the 
rainfall. 

Over large areas of the country wind¬ 
mills are used as motors for irrigation 
pumps. They unquestionably serve an 
excellent purpose, under favorable cir¬ 
cumstances, up to the limits of their 
capacity, but irrigation for fruit grow¬ 
ing, except in tbe family garden or on 
small areas of small fruits, is proceed¬ 
ing upon tbe basis of motors of higher 
efficiency. Gasoline engin°s are being 
used even up to a capacity of 5,000 
gallons of water per minute, but the 
ordinary plants are less than one-tenth 
of that. Crude oil engines are also 
used, and steam plants using small 
stationary and portable engines are 
pressed into service, while electric mo¬ 
tors along long power circuits from 
generators at waterfalls or other great 
sources of power are being fully em¬ 
ployed. Instances^ the profitable em¬ 
ployment of all these agencies are 
abundant all through the fruit growing 
districts of the arid region. 

Where large streams are adjacent to 
fruit lands and diversion at a suffi¬ 
ciently high level is not practicable ele¬ 
vation by pump to a proper point for 
gravity flow or direct application from 
the discharge pipe of the pump is being 
largely resorted to. On the river bank 
lands In California very large steam 
and gasoline pumps are used both for 
drainage and irrigation at different 
seasons of the yeai-, as either is desir¬ 
able. Recently capacious pumping 
plants installed upon barges have been 
used for custom pumping, delivering 
water to riverside orchards. 

Hydraulic rams are also used to a 
limited extent where cOnditions^favor 
them. 

A very Interesting way for taking 
water for irrigation when the river is 
running high between levels which pro¬ 
tect reclaimed land is the Use of si¬ 
phons over the crowns of the levees. 
To cut the levee would be dangerous, 
and flood gates ate few, but water can 
be delivered here and there by siphons 
as desired, Made of galvanized iron 
strong enough to resist the pressure, 
the air is exhausted by a pump, and 
the water flows over. Some of the si¬ 
phons are two feet in diameter and de¬ 
liver a large stream, though smaller 
pipes are generally employed. 


Cave Should Be Taken Xot to Overdo 
the Matter. 

One cannot write intelligently about 
working butter without first taking in¬ 
to consideration the condition' of the 
butter to be worked, writes F. W. 
Moseley In Tbe American Cultivator, 
We will, however,, assume that in 
churning the butter had been left in 
granules and the buttermilk properly 
drained and rinsed out. If,sufficient 
time is "taken, the rinsing water can be 
drained off so thoroughly that no work¬ 
ing will be required until the butter 
has been salted and set away till tbe 
grams of salt have dissolved. Then it 
must be worked just enough to dispose 
of the resulting brine. 

The hands’ are not to come in contact 
with the butter, for their warmth will 
have a tendency to melt its grain. 
Therefore the person who is to do the 
working should be prepared with a flat 
ladle with which to turn,tbe edges of 
tbe butter toward tbe center as the 
working proceeds. 

The neatest job of butter working 
the writer ever witnessed was at tbe 
international dairy'fair held at the old 
American institute building, New York 
city, beginning Dec. S, 1S79, and last¬ 
ing ten days or two weeks. 

There had been a churning contest 
resulting from a prize offered by .Tohn 
Stewart of Iowa, whose butter took 
first prize at the Centennial, 1876, and 
made Iowa famous as a butter produc-. 
mg state. A lady from Minnesota- 
whose name I have tried hard to re-- 
member, but cannot, who bad d fine 
exhibit of prints and artistically form¬ 
ed butter at the fair, was selected to 
work the butter churned by tbe con¬ 
testants. 

Tbe lady in question used a common 
V shaped lever butter worker. She 
first spread a piece of muslin over tbe 
bed of worker, letting the edges fall 
over each of its sides. Then tbe lot of 
butter to be worked, granular* of 
course, was poured on tbe muslin, and 
tbe proper amount of salt was sifted or 
sprinkled on, I do not remember which. 
Tbe working consisted of a slight 
downward pressure of one of the flat 
surfaces of tbe lever, with perhaps’ an 
occasional pressure of a corner of the 
lever for tbe purpose of making a chan¬ 
nel for tbe escape of tbe brine. .In this 
Instance -time could not be spared to > 
salt the butter and set it away to allow 
tbe salt to dissolve. 

Instead of using a-ladle to turn tbe 
butter back to the center of tbe worker 
the edges of tbe muslin were lifted, 
first one and then tbe other, and drawn 1 
so as to fold tbe edges of the butter to- 1 
ward the center. It was a very nice ' 
way of doing it; more gentle than it ' 
could have been done with a ladle. This 1 
was repeated as often as necessary, ' 
and when tbe mass of butter became 1 
too much elongated tbe same thing was 1 
done with the ends of the muslin, ' 

Remember that in working butter * 
with a lever tbe pressure should be 1 
straight down instead of a side or slid- 1 
tag one, for the latter will break tbe 1 
grain. <

; An Experiment That Has Met With 
Sncccss In British Cities. 

1 Court and alley concerts for the ben- 
, eflt of tbe people of the worst sections 
of some of the large English cities have 
' proved so popular aud successful that 
they now appear to be looked upon as 
au established feature of social work. 
Three years ago the idea of bringing 
good music to tbe very doors of those 
who could iu no other way hope to get 
it. was put into practice by tbe Liver¬ 
pool Food aud Betterment association. 
Tbe experiment was looked upon with 
indifference by many at first, but it 
was soon found that the common peo¬ 
ple of the most overcrowded districts 
were capable of a degree of apprecia¬ 
tion for good music sufficient to pre¬ 
serve order and secure admirable at¬ 
tention for the artists. Manchester, 
Birmingham and other cities of the 
north,and midlands adopted the idea 
with equally good results. Last sum¬ 
mer no less than 90 of these back street 
concerts were given in Liverpool alone, 
tbe total attendance being more than 
66,000, while more than 500 artists ren¬ 
dered gratuitous service. ; 

Hundreds of meu and women who 
drop on tbe doorsteps at night, wearied 
with the day of toil, find a pleasure in 
these concerts comparable to nothing 
else in their narrow lives. The value 
of these "concerts- lies not solely in the 
pleasure which they give, however, fbr 
. there is a moral effect which perhaps 
lasts long after the concert songs have 
been forgotten. Without a hint from 
■ any one, it was found that an hour or 
two before a concert was' to begin the 
people would try to tidy up the select¬ 
ed court or alley, sweeping the street 
and making what simple attempts at 
decoration were,possible with red rud¬ 
dle, pipe clay and ornamented pa¬ 
per. Dock laborers sometimes borrow 
cloth flags, which brighten tbe dark 
streets with an air suggestive of a gala 
fete. The jealous desire of one alley to 
excel another round tbe corner in the 
effort to brighten the surroundings 
proved infectious, and now these peo¬ 
ple Of the slums all vie with each other 
at decorating their home alley for con¬ 
cert night. The programme includes, 
besides music, magic lantern aud cine¬ 
matograph entertainment. *
